Desperate and Fatal Affray—Three 
Men Killed and One Wounded.

Wasnincros, Nov. 2.—The owners or as- 
signees of the Alabama claims intend to make 
another appeal to Congress, one having been 
unheeded at the last session to allow them to 
obtain a settlement from Great Britain, iInde- 
pendently of the action of our Government, 
and in the meantime meke preparations to pros- 
ecute them on private account.

In thé annual report of the Postmaster 
General an exhibit will be made of-the pro- 
ceedings and results of the various postal 
conventions held with foreign countries 
during the fiscal year.

The Intervai Revenue Bureau has extended 
until further notice the time within which 
distillers are required to procure and attach 
meters in their establishments. 

THE SINGSR SEWING MACHINE PATENT. 

The decision in the matter of the applica- 
tion of Isaac M. Singer for an extension of 
letters of patent for improvemeat in sewing 
machines, granted to him Nov. 4, 1856, which 
has been kept secret by the Commissioner of 
Patents for several days, was officially pro- 
mulgated to-day, and is a refusal to grant the 
extension as prayed for. The decision cov- 
ers anumber of materiel points in the inven- 
tion and sets forth at great length this re- 
fusal. This patent, however, which expires 
on Friday next, does not make the use of 
what is known as the Singer improvement 
unreservedly available to the public for the 
reason that that improvement is contained in 
and is protected by other patents which have 
several years to ruc. 

The value of the decision is found in the 
fact that it probably foreshadows the de- 
cisions to be made la the case of the other 
patentees, expiring in 1876 and 1877. Two 
millions of dollars of protection will have to 
be taken off the manufacturers of machines 
using the Sieger improvement, and a deduc- 
tion in the price of all kinda of sewing ma- 
chines will be inflicted, amounting to at least 
fifteen dollars in each instance.

sued an order to Joe Wilson, Commissioner 
of the Gereral Land Office, to issue a patent 
for the property to the New Idria Company. 
In this order Cox reflected very severely upon 
McGarrahap, his tide and counsel, and had 
the order published in the papers even before 
it was ey nay A in the Lacd Office. 

It wes in this extremity that McGarrahan 
appealed to President Graut, then at Loog 
Braneb, who, on the 18th ot August, wrote 
Cox a letter. in which he iaformed him of bis | 
disapproval of his course in the affair, that 
the subject was before Congress and should 
not be meadied with until Congress disposed 
— it, and directed him to issue instructions to

dies, and 864,254 bales used in 1866-69, showing 
an ipcrease of 850,448 spindles and 17,310 bales. 
The consumption per spindle in Northern mills, 
50.87 pounds, avalnst 51.13 pounds last yea, con- 
firms the opinion held by the trade that the av- 
erage fabrics produced this year were lighter 
tha, for the year ending August 3), 1800, and 
much lighter tus for the yess press ut that, 
when the rate was 60.57 hound?

It would be an act of in- 
justice should pot even Northern members of 
Congress make an excepilon of this grant ia 
pledgiog to vote away no more lands. 

With the liberal grants of the 8 ate of Tex:s, 
and those ask ed of the United States Ooagre-s, 
the company will rapidly push to completion 
this grand enterprise of a third Pacific ratiway, 
for tre South. Kentucky and Teunes ee are 
>peciallis interested in tbe te: mipal point of the 
8c uthern Pacific road being at Memphis, as this 
dicectiy accommodates these States, while the 
connections offered to Vicksburg and New Or- 
leans, a3 well es to Catro and st. Louis, leave ne 
cause of complaint to any part of the Union.
